One dead in 
house fire 

An early morning house fire in the City 
of Romulus claimed the life of a 17-year- 
old who perished in the basement bedroom, 
according to Romulus fire officials. 

The blaze took the life of Joseph Reed, 
who was asleep in a room in the basement 
of the family home at 34300 Lynn Street 

Reed died of smoke inhalation, accord¬ 
ing to fire officials. 

Fire officials added that the fire started 
around 5:50 am on Saturday. A 13-year- 
old who fire officials didn’t identify, told 
officials he awoke from his sleep when he 
heard the crackle of fire and smeUed smoke. 
The teen rushed to his mother’s side, man¬ 
aged to awaken her and they immediately 
ran out of the burning building. 

Once outside the two realized that 
Joseph had not escaped and was still in the 
building. The two then attempted to reach 
the trapped victim but encountered exces¬ 
sive smoke inside the house. They were 
forced to leave the premises. 

A third slibling, an 8-year-old, was not 
at home at the time of the fire. The family 
dog managed to escape the blazing building 
uninjured 

Police and fire fighters unsuccessfully 
attempted to revive the victim who was pro¬ 
nounced dead on arrival at Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne. 

The cause of the fetal fire is unknown. 

“We’re still investigating the fire,” said a 
fire official. 

The victim would have been 18-years- 
old in February. 

Neighbors rallied around the Reed fami¬ 
ly. They offered the family food and cloth¬ 
ing. 

4 We’re very grateful to have such good 
neighbors as these,” said a tearful Sherry 
Reed later. “They provided us with warm 
clothing and food”

They drank! They drove and they lost! 

Police arrest 15 for driving under the influence of alcohol

Fifteen and still counting. 

That’s the number of drivers that 
Wayne Traffic Patrol officers amested and 
hauled before the 29th District judge after 
drivers were stopped, checked, and were 
suspected of driving under the influence 
of an alcoholic beverage. 

u Most of these drivers were from out 
of town,” said Lt Tom Miller, of the 


Wayne Police Department, “but we also 
had a few residents in that group of 15. 
They posted their bails and were given 
court appearance dates by the judge.” 

Participating in a state-wide campaign 
to take drunk drivers off the roads during 
the holidays, Wayne had enhanced their 
patrols for the Christmas, as well as New 
Year’s holidays. Wayne took part in the 
“You drink. You Drive. You Lose” pro¬ 
gram, which was sponsored by the 
Michigan State Police. 


The number of drivers arrested during 
the extended New Year’s holidays was 
not available at press time. 

If convicted of driving while under 
the influence, a judge can sentence the 
driver up tb 90 days in jail for a first of¬ 
fense and up to a year for a second-time 
offender. Ttye convicted drunk driver 
may also face a $500 fine and/or a jail 
sentence and also could be ordered to at¬ 
tend a course on the consequences of dri¬ 
ving under the influence. The course 


provides photos with graphic details of 
fatal accidents involving drunk drivers. 

Police Chief Mike Sumeracki said 
that the department has zero-tolerance for 
those who drink and get behind the 
wheel of a car and drive 

“It’s no secret that drunk drivers can 
kill,” Sumeracki said “It is unfortunate 
that they don’t have the sense to allow 
someone else to drive. I don’t think that 
there is anyone who doesn’t know of a 
case where a driver has had too much to 


drink, gotten behind the wheel, and killed 
someone we loved. We can’t stress 
enough the significance of drinking and 
driving. We will do everything we can to 
get these people off the roads before they 
kill themselves or someone else. 

“If they haven’t gotten the message, 
you can bet our officers have been told to 
arrest them and lock them up so that they 
don’t hurt anyone.” 

Despite the efforts of such organiza¬ 
tions as MADD (Mothers Against Drunk 


Drivers) and SADD (Students Against 
Drunk Drivers), there are some who con¬ 
tinue to abuse their driving privileges. 

But law enforcement officers in 
Wayne caution that if you do drink and 
drive in the city you will be arrested aqd 
charged. 

As in the case of the infamous 15: 
They drank. They drove. And they 
lost. 

Make sure you’re not one of them 
during the holidays or any other day.

Americans have liberties that 
extend beyond rights of foreign- 


Most Arab-Americans I know are great 
people. Ditto the few Muslims I count as 
friends. I marvel at their ability to do busi¬ 
ness, and I respect their strong Islamic be¬ 
liefs. As a whole they will anything to help 
friends and family- their loyalty is limitless. 

Arab-Americans by the thousands, call 
Western Wayne home. Dearborn has the 
largest Arab-American population in the 
United States. The City of Wayne elected lo¬ 
cal businessman A1 Haidous to their top 
post- Mayor. He is believed to be the fust 
Arab-American elected Mayor in Michigan. 

Law enforcement authorities have taken a 
great deal of heat for what some consider 
“profiling.” Our American laws, some 
would say, protect each and every one of us, 
equally and it is not right for the government 
or police to arrest or interrogate people be¬ 
cause they are Arabic or Muslim. 

But in my way of thinking the key compo¬ 
nent or word in this whole equation is Amer¬ 
ican.

His occupation during that time- 
founder and president of a, fundraising group 
that is suspected of sending millions of dol¬ 
lars to the Taliban and A1 Queda network.

Approximately 300 Dearborn and 80 Ann 
Arbor Muslim students or aliens were asked 
to voluntarily talk with law enforcement of¬ 
ficials in an effort to find connections with 
terrorist activities. Again, the “profiling” ac¬ 
cusations flew as prolifically as fish flies on 
the water in June. 

But again, these people are not Ameri¬ 
cans. They are in our country at our invita¬ 
tion and can be booted at our behest. They, 
in my opinion, ought to be willing to help us 
out, or leave. Law enforcement made it 
clear, there would be no inappropriate ques¬ 
tions or behavior. Lawyers were welcome to 
accompany the invitees. 

If we are to succeed in the war against ter¬ 
rorism, we cannot extend our individual lib¬ 
erties, that Americans enjoy, to those in this 
country that hold visas. For too long our 
country has been lax in keeping track of 
visa-holders- it was estimated that there are 
literally thousands of foreigners here on ex¬ 
pired visas- and in many instances have no 
idea where the foreigners are or what they 
are up to. 

It is time to get tough. It is time to enforce 
our laws. It is time to find those assisting ter¬ 
rorists and punish them to the full extent of 
the law. 


Let the punishment fit the crime 


Last week the Michigan Supreme 
Court, in a 29-page opinion, handed 
down the “punishment” for Judge Su¬ 
san Chrzanowski. The opinion said, 
“Her actions undermined public confi¬ 
dence in the integrity and impartiality 
of the judiciary, and were prejudicial to 
the administration of justice.” What 
were those actions? 

The Warren District Court Judge 
was accused of several “improprieties 
She carried on a long-term affair with 
local attorney Michael Fletcher to 
whom she assigned an inordinate num¬ 
ber of cases and failed to disclose her 
personal relationship with Fletcher to 
opposing attorneys. 

This alone was a classic case of ju¬ 
dicial misconduct placing those ap¬ 
pearing before her and their attorneys 
at a disadvantage. 

In August of 1999, Fletcher’s 29- 
year old pregnant wife was murdered 
in their Oak Park home. Fletcher was a 
prime suspect During the murder in¬ 
vestigation Chrzanowski lied to police 
about her affair with Fletcher thus fail¬ 
ing to disclose a possible motive for 
Fletcher to kill his wife. 

For an ordinary citizen, this may 
well have resulted in a felony charge of 



obstruction of justice. However, the po¬ 
lice and County Prosecutor took no ac¬ 
tion against Chrzanowski. Fletcher was 
subsequently convicted of first degree 
murder and is serving a life sentence in 
prison. 

In July of 2000, Chrzanowski was 
suspended but with pay. The Supreme 
Court’s ruling decreed a six-month sus¬ 
pension without pay ending on June 
30th of this year. 

The Michigan Judicial Tenure 
Commission had recommended a one- 
year suspension without pay. In cutting 
that in half, the Court said it took into 
consideration the “chastening effect” 
the 17-month suspension with pay had 
on Judge Chzranowski. 

In summary, the total ‘punishment” 
suffered by Judge Chrzanowski, for ac¬ 
tions that could have landed her in 
prison, was a 17-month paid vacation 
costing the taxpayers over $190,000 


and a (slap on the wrist) 6-month sus¬ 
pension without pay. She can return to 
the bench on July 1 without any further 
sanctions or restrictions. However, she 
will have to face the voters in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Contrast this case with that of 
Wayne County Circuit Judge Andrea 
Ferrara. Ferrara was accused of using a 
racial slur in a private telephone con¬ 
versation with her estranged husband 
(who had tape-recorded the conversa¬ 
tion). The other accusations were that 
she lied (to the public) about it and 
wrote a letter she tried to pass off in 
court as a character reference from a 
third person. 

For these heinous acts, Ferrara was 
removed from the bench. 

While this writer does not believe 
either of the two judges is fit to serve, 
die lesson to be learned, if any, seems 
to be the following. 

A judge can jeopardize fair trials 
and lie to the police in a murder investi¬ 
gation and get only a slap on the wrist 
However, if a judge tries to deceive the 
court with a false letter or lies to the 
public, she gets booted off the court. 
Then again maybe the (private) racial 
slur was considered die real crime.

Some Sike if hot 


There’s no accounting for taste. 
Like the proverb says, “One man’s 
meat is another man’s poison.”

“As far as more snow, you must be 
out of your mind,” said a Sound Off 
caller. 

From the folks who told me they 
wished they were Christmas vacation¬ 
ing in the Caribbean, I learned there are 
more than a few beach bums living in 
Western Wayne County. 

But as far as being out of my mind, 
it seems that winter-lovers are likelier 
to find nirvana in Michigan than sun- 
worshippers. 

Michigan and cold go together like 
New Year’s Eve and chilled cham¬ 
pagne or city employees and free gaso¬ 
line — perfect matches. And I’m not 
just talking about the UP, where in the 
Keewenaw Peninsula I once saw a 
sign on a tree marking the highest 
snowfall in America. I’m talking about 
Western Wayne County, where there 
are parks, ponds, and hills where you 
can ski, skate, sled, duel with snow¬ 
balls, and play bumper cars on slick 
roads.

Equating intelligence with brain 
size, Rushton said that as prehistoric 
people moved to north to colder cli¬ 
mates, they had to work harder to find 
food, raise children, and find solid shel¬ 
ter.

was less demanding. Wild food grew 
on trees. Homes didn’t have to be 
sealed and insulated. All you had to do 
was avoid stepping on poisonous 
snakes and lizards. Survival was not 
linked to brain power. So, according to 
Rushton, gray matter never matters in 
the tropics; and that, over time, hot 
weather could devolve your brain and 
the brains of any of your descendants 
that inherited your preference for pal¬ 
metto bugs. 

But many people like devolving 
brains. Some have even invented new 
ways of devolving them — such as the 
Whole Language Reading teaching 
method used in local public schools — 
that even work in cold climates. 

Whole Language Reading devolves 
many pupils’ brains by frustrating their 
ability to sound out unfamiliar words in 
our language, whose words are built of 
sounds. Though English words are 
made up of syllables with distinctive 
sounds, the Whole Language Reading 
teaches kids to recognize English 
words as pictographs (words made up 
of pictures) found on Egyptian mum¬ 
mies). 

Fortunately, kids aren’t fooled. 
Most figure out how to sound out 
words on their own.

King cuts Belleville win streak at 5, hands Krogel his 1st loss

The Detroit Public School League 
came out of its shoot-out with three of 
the top teams in the Mega Conference, 
Red Division, the winner. 

Chalk up 3 for the PSL; 0 for the 
Mega-Red. 

Detroit Finney, the No. 1 ranked 
team in the state this season, remained 
undefeated as it shot down Willow 


Run's Flyers, 57-48, while Detroit 
Martin Luther King cut previously un¬ 
defeated Belleville's winning streak at 
5, handing first-year coach Mike Kro¬ 
gel his first loss as the Tiger coach, 54- 
49. Wayne Memorial was no match 
for Detroit Murray-Wright. Coach 
Wayne Woodard's Zebras dropped a 
74-38 decision. 

All three games were played as 
part of the annual Detroit Public 
School Holiday Tip-Off Classic staged 
on Thursday in the Cobo Arena. 


Despite the PSL sweep, it wasn't 
easy for the Detroiters. 

Belleville made King sweat before 
handing over the victory. The Tigers 
led most of the game. 

”1 felt we played a good game 
against them," said Krogel later. "We 
were able to get over a 10-point marie, 
and had numerous opportunities down 
the stretch, unfortunately, we failed to 
capitalize on them. But, I would say 
that we matched up pretty well against 
them." 


King led by three, 13-10, after the 
first period as Anthony Jones scored 
the first eight points of the battle - two 
of Jones's baskets were threes. 

Belleville answered with its sharp¬ 
shooter James Holmes and its play- 
maker Jerriel Bunns to go up by four 
at half, 25-21, as Holmes and Burrus 
each tossed in five points to spark the 
surge. The Tigers managed to lead by 
three after three, 38-35, before King 
roared back behind Jones' 10 fourth- 
quarter points.

Holmes was the only Belleville 
player to hit in double figures.

Belleville managed to capitalize on 
22 of 34 free throws. In comparison,

Salem 
loses ‘2’ 
Islanders,

Any dreams of using the Grosse 
lie Holiday Basketball Tournament 
as a springboard to lift his team out 
of its doldrums didn't materialize 
for Plymouth-Salem Coach Bob 
Brodie as the Rocks lost back-to- 
back games of their holiday tour¬ 
nament on the island. 

Southgate Anderson turned 
back Salem, the tournament's de¬ 
fending champ, 59-47, in the open¬ 
ing round of the holiday tourna¬ 
ment, while Grosse lie crushed the 
Rocks, 47-37, in the consolation 
game.
